London. Aug. 18. — King Edward re- 


vived the Boer generals Delarey, De- 
wet and Botha on his yacht at Cowes. 
Upon arriving at Southampton the 
Soer generals were welcomed on 
board the oommander-in-chief's yacht 
Wildfire by Earl Roberts and General 
L/ord 
Kitchener. 
They immediately 


visited King Edward on board the 
Victoria and Albert and were then 
taken for a trip around the fleet in 
the Wildfire. 
They returned to Lon- 


don accompanied by Earl Roberts and 
jpneral Lord Kitchener, who took 
cave of the Boers at Waterloo sta- 
tion. 


The refusal of the Boer .uonerals to 


witness the review of the fleet at 
Spirhcaii or see King Kdward Satur- 
day caused prcat exultation jr, the 
continental press and undoubtedly up- 
set ilu1 plans of Colonial Secretary 
Chamberlain. The general impressinn 
is that General Botha and his com- 
panions declined the invitation to wil- 
nesB ihe review and sd1 Kins Edward 
because 
if came 
direct from 
Mr. 


Chamberlain, but, on receiving the 
king's personal invitation for Sunday. 
they r«:ailily accepted. 


The reception by his iA%<'str lasted 


a Quarter of an hour. Tht: king spoke 
of "iho gallant and brave manner" in 
which 
the 
generals 
had 
fought 


through the Ionic and arduous cam- 
paign. and of "the consideration and 
kindness" with which the senerals 
had treated 
English wounded. 
His 


majesty expressed his warm wishes 
for their futures. It was at the king's 
suggestion that the Boers took the 
trip around the fleet on board the 
Wildfire. 


During the voyage from South Af- 


rica General^Pewet did not mix much 
with his fellow passengers. He was 
engaged most, of tbo time in writing 
his book on the South African war. 
In common with his colleagues, snap- 
shot 
photographs 
were 
constantly 


being taken of him, and he was wor- 
ried with requests for his autograph 
until he had to protest against the 
nuisance. 
It is said that General 


Botha is greatly annoyed that his 
home at Vryheid has been annexed to 
Natal. 
The premier of Natal is re- 


ported to have offered General Botha 
a place in the Natal ministry, which 
the general has declined.
